Bert I Dye Recalls Record Wreck
of Eight Liocomotives 853 Years Ago

A railroad man is something
like a printer who once smells
printer’s ink never entirely los-
es his attachment for the pro-
fession. A railroader like Bert
F. Dye of 1609 Cdta ave, who
retired Jan. 24, 1924 after 42
years of cnnductor service along
the irén highways, never loses
interest in “the roads.”

During his years with the
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy
line, Dye had many intéresting
experiences, He once Worked on
the old Hannibal & St. Joe line
when the first mail car in the
world was attached to that Tun
on the Hahnibal divisioh. But
the experience that topped thém
all was recently recalled by Dye,
a residént of Torrance for ‘the
past 16 years, for the “Railroad
Magazine.”

There have been some spec-
tacular wrecks in the history of
railroading, with heavy loss of
life and equipment, but the one
that exceeds them all"in. inter-
est occurred near West Grove,
Towa, Jan. 21, 1883.
